Meanwhile the Chinese con- 
tinued to charge down the cor- 
ridor, Stopping then became the 
primary military consideration. 

Late Monday night, the 27th 
Commonwealth brigade, which 
included Canadian, Australian, 
and New Zealand units, was 
placed squarely in the path of 
the reds. 


Tuesday morning, the feds and 
the 27th closed in combat. Press- 
ure on the Marines had eased 
considerably as the reds poured 
artillery and mortars into the 
Commonwealth troops. 

Grim-taced staff officers watch- 
ed the progress of the red drive. 
If the Commonwealth forces 
were unable to balt the Chinese, 
It was’ almost certain that the 
Marine division would be sur- 
rounded and cut off from the 
western half of the United Na- 
ons front. 

But the 27th stood thelr 
ground and stopped the reds. They 
threw. back wave after wave but 
never took a backward step. 

‘While the 27th held firmly, the 
Marines completed their with- 
‘drawal to a line along the 38th 
parallel. 

‘The first Chinese blow had 
been blunted. 

‘Tuesday, the Marines and the 
‘27th broke contact. They with- 
drew to defence positions on a 
line in the west. 

‘The reds were in no hurry to 
follow them.

Treatmg Cancer 
With Calf Spleen 
Getting Results 


LondonfOnt, May 4 — (CP) —| 
A Western Ontario physiclan said 
‘Thursday he is treating cancer| 
victims with = relatively simple 
and inexpensive extract of calf 
spleen and getting "impressive 
results.” Dr. George F, Watson 
‘of Kitchener. treated cancers. of| 
the breast, uterus, mouth, skin, 
tonsil, stomach and rectum. He 
says all the cases improved and, 
in some, the malignant growths 
disappeared. 

Dr. Watson added, however, 
that ‘the extract will’ have to be 
tried on hundreds of other cancer 
victims and the results watched 
for years. 

In his’ treatment, the spleen 
extract 1s combined with sterile 
water in varying concentrations 
and Injected into ,the patient's 
veins. 

In earlier published reports of 
experiments he sald the extract 
apparently deals a death blow to 
the hearts of cancerous cells, 
leaving only a Lifeless shell.

Hundreds Fled Homes

Sarnia, Ont, May 7 — (CP)— 
Children cried. Women shrieked_ 
A man carrying a bulging sult-

Hundreds of families, stunned 
and bewildered, fled from thelr

Complicated Process 

Having transferred the rust— 
and smut-resistant qualities in 
the first cross with Valentine, the 
plant breeders then try to recon 
stitute as much as possible the 
qualities and characteristics of 
the original Montealm by making 
five back-cromses with this var~ 
ety. 

The result of the first back- 
cross is to change the ratlo to 
45 to 25 in favor of Montcalm, 
‘The second and subsequent back- 
crosses change the ratlo to 87% 
to 12%, to 93% to 6%, to 96% to 
3%, and finally 98 7/16 to 
19/16, 

After the fifth back-tross. the 
plant breeders hope to have a 
Montcalm with none of {ts former 
yielding or malting qualities im- 
paired, but with added resistance 
to stem rust and smut from the 
one-sixth strain of Valentine 
bred Into it.

Secrecy Masks 
Even its Time 


By LEIF ERICKSON 

Honolulu, May 12 (AP)—The 
United States has exploded an- 
other bomb at Eniwetok in the 
first atomic test emphasizing de- 
fence against the A-bomb. * 

Even the time of the closely- 
guarded “operation house” 
explosion was not 
known.

Against China - 


Voted by U.N. Assembly 


New York, May 18 — (AP) —, 
‘The United Nations Assembly to- 
day voted an arms embargo 
against communist China in an ef= 
fort to stop strategic materials 
Teaching the reds from the free 
world. 

The vote was 47 to 0, Canada 
backed the embargo. 

‘The Soviet bloc asked to be re- 
lcorded as not participating. Na~ 
tlons abstaining were Afghanis 
tan, Burma, Egypt, India, Indon~ 
esia, Pakistan, Sweden and Syria. 

India’s Sir Benegal N. Rau ex- 
pressed fear the embargo would 
lereate another “psychological 
hurdle” in the path of a peaceful, 
settlement of the Korean ques 
tlon. He urged the assembly to 
make a new peace gesture toward 
the Pelping regime by issuing a 


formal declaration that U. N. 
troops would not again édvance 
north bf the 38th Parallel.

Leave Many Dead

fought fiercely Friday, faded into 
ithe hills Saturday, leaving many 
dead behind. 

Nearly every advancing United 
Natlons unit “Saturday reported 
finding numerous Chinese dead— 
victims of the powerful allied ar- 
tillery and air barrages of the 
last few days. 

To the west, allied forces made 
two crossings of the 38th parallel 
Saturday. 

‘An Elghth Army spokesman 
sald one tank-Infantry force 
moved through light | resistance 
up the Chunchon-Hwachon road 
Jon the central: front and took 
positions north of the border. 

‘Another force drove across the 
Jold border north of Changgo on 
the west-central front for the 
second straight day. 

‘There was no late word wheth- 
er the columns had stayed across 
the parallel or had pulled back 
to the main allied line, ramming 
lup within a few miles of parallel 
38 all across the front, 

In the west, South Korean un- 
its crossed the Imjin River some 
25 miles northwest of Seoul, On 
thelr right flank, American units 
seized high ground nine miles 
north of Uljongbu and 20 miles 
north of Seoul. 

Allied units had probed within 
Jone mile of ths red border Fri- 
day. near the confluence of the 
Imjin and Hantan Rivers about 
+30 miles north of Seoul.

Indo-China 





—On the windy foothills of 
northwest Indo-China's forbidding, 
mountains, old men with keen 
three-bladed knives are bending 
again over p red sea of poppies. 

With a dexterity born of count- 
less generations, the thin, wrinkl- 
ed tribesmen from the country’s 
more remote areas are cutting the 
blooms with tiny, neat’ incisions. 

‘Thelr sons and daughters follow 
In their wake, collecting in little 
cups the dark brown sap that 
odzes from the lacerations, 

A few days’ ex beside 
thelr thatched-roofed huts in the 
sunny valleys and the new season’ 
‘opium harvest is ready for the 
“market 


Production Tegal. 


Today, opium production Is il- 
legal. ‘The French, adhering -to 
the 1946 Bangkok convention, 
have. officially stopped buying: 
Theoretically, there will be neith- 
er opium smokers nor opium pro 
duction in Indo-China by 1953. 
But the drug drawn from, this 
year’s poppy crop will be Vital 
to thousands of unregistered ad- 
dicts and some smugglers. 

It will, Frenchmen fear, play 
‘an important_role in the ‘battle 
between the French union forces 
and ‘the communist-led Vietminh 
(national resistance). 

French reports indicate the 
Vietminh are doing all they can 
to collect a maximum opium har- 
vest for sale to China and Thai- 
land in ‘exchange for arms. 

‘The “opium front”, indeed, Is 
said to be an essential ‘factor in 
the “war of attrition” being waged 
in Indo-China by Vietminh leader 
Ho Chi-Minh. 

« Vietminh raiders and tax-col- 
lectors may get a large proportion 
of this year's opium crop. Also 
competing will be contact men 
working for opium smuggling 


rings. 

‘The black-market price for a 
pound of Indo-Chinese oplum 
averages about $635—more than 
double what the French official 
‘plum monopoly is prepared to 
pay or bas the right to demand. 
But the monopoly will be out of 
business this year because it is 
reported to have all the stock it, 
needs to sell to its diminishing list 
of legal smokers until it is abol- 
ished in 1953. 


Hard To Stop 


Some opium from the remote 
northwest is sure to come down 
the rivers. hidden in lumber logs, 
stuffed in trucktires or by &. 
dozen other means. 

From the smuggler rings, it will 
find its way Into the oplum dens 
of every town and village. Huge 
amounts will find thelr way 
abroad to places like Hong Kong, | 
Singepore and Japan, and event- 
ually to American and- European 
capital 

In the northwest oplum is one| 
of the tribesmen's few ways of 
getting money with which to buy 
consumer goods. It is as natural 2 
cash crop for him as rice. 

‘Apart from the fact it is a 
serious offence to sell opium to a 
soldier, there appears to be little 
supervision aver smoking in 
Indo-China.

Ottawa, May 29 (CP)—Even 
large cities like Montreal, To- 
ronto and Vancouver will need 
help from other cities if they are 
jatom bombed, r civil defence ex- 
pert said today. 

“Even the largest urban area in 
Canada with thorough mobiliza- 
tion of local resources of person- 
nel, supplies and facilities would 
reqaire considerable assistance 
from other areas to deal with the 
problems created by an atomic 
burst," said Dr. K. C, Charron. 

Dr. Charron is = member of 
the civil defence planning group 
of the Federal Health and Wel- 
fare Department. 

He was one of & group of Can- 
adian experts who gave prepared 
talks on what to do during and 
before a national emergency or 
disaster to the 1951 biennial 
meeting of the Canadian Hospital 
‘Counell. 

Other speakers were Mi 
Gen, F. F. Worthington, Civil De- 
fence Co-ordinator; J. H. Roy, 
Superintendent of L’Hospital Ste. 
Lue, Montreal: and Col, J. N. B. 
Crawford of the Defence Depart 
ment. 

Gen, Worthington sald to baild 
a civil defence organization re- 
quires time more than money. 

Mr. Roy urged all hospitais—
